The Old Officers Refuse To Let Go, 
and Every Preparation Is Made for 
Serious 
Trouble—Special

Om aha, Neb., Aug. 3.—One hundred 
Fpecial policemen were sworn in last 
evening by order of M ayor Bemis. The 
em ergency guard a t the C entral Police 
Station was strengthened. 
Patrolm en 
were stationed in the City H all to re­ 
sist any attack upon the C entral Police 
alarm office and the offices of the old 
com m ission and chief of police. 
The City Council m et yesterday a fte r­ 
noon and openly defied an order of the 
D istrict Court, issued by Judge Hope- 
well. restraining th at body from ap ­ 
proving the bonds of the new com­ 
m issioners appointed in the 
m orning. 
These are the chief features of the day’s 
events in the religious w ar th a t is stir­ 
ring the town from center to circum fer­ 
ence. 
In the m orning the appointing board 
m et at Lincoln and nam ed the new po­ 
lice com m issioners for Om aha. 
All are 
said to be m em bers of the A. P. A. As 
soon as the appointm ents 
had 
been 
agreed upon Col. R ussell drew up and 
signed their commissions. 
The m eet­ 
ing of the appointing board w as not ad­ 
journed until a full hour had elapsed, 
it being kept open in order th a t the 
governor m ight atten d if he chose, bu t 
he did not appear. 
The governor has requested the a t­ 
torney-general to commence a t once quo 
w arran to proceedings to settle the dis­ 
pute as to the rig h ts of the two boards. 
The attorney-general in reply said in ef­ 
fect th a t w henever it becam e ap p aren t 
th a t it w as necessary to take such steps 
and the condition of affairs called for 
it and the law perm itted it, he would 
prom ptly proceed to his duty. 
The City Council me* in special ses­ 
sion and approved the bonds of the new 
com m issioners. There are now two po­ 
lice boards claim ing to be legally con­ 
stitu ted and to have the au th o rity to 
organize and control the police force 
of this city. 
The new com m issioners 
m ade no dem ands for possession of the 
offices, thus av ertin g 
a 
clash 
th a t 
seem ed inevitable early in the evening. 
T he old board is determ ined to hold on 
to the offices to which Gov’. Holcomb 
appointed them in May. 
In event of 
trouble arising, which now seem s cer­ 
tain , the specials will be arm ed w ith 
pick-handles and 
be equally divided 
and placed a t the city jail and city hall 
to resist any attack .

The crop of w heat ap ­ 
pears, from later accounts, perhaps 20,- 
000,000 bushels less than w as expected 
a m onth ago, and had the best hopes 
been realized it would have been more 
than 100,000,000 bushels short of a full 
crop.

“The general advance in m any pro­ 
ducts also causes reluctance to p u r­ 
chase, and the distribution of the past 
half year has been in p a rt to m ake up 
for 
stocks 
and 
individual 
supplies 
depleted during the two years of econo­ 
my. On the other hand, there has been 
an enorm ous increase in the w orking 
force and a considerable 
increase in 
w ages paid, which enables people to 
buy m ore freely. 
Strikes of some im­ 
portance 
appear, 
but 
do 
not 
yet 
th reaten to last long, though a strike 
of coal m iners m ay for a tim e affect 
business som ew hat extensively. 
“F o r the first tim e since the rise in 
prices of iron products began there have 
been some concessions to retain business 
and efforts of new w orks to get orders 
tend to check the advance. In spite of 
this, the general average cf prices is a 
shade higher. 
Finished products are 
generally strong, w ith m ore dem and 
th an can at present be m et for plates 
and for bar. 
“ Business in cotton goods has been 
the largest in Ju ly for several years, 
reckoning deliveries, but not large as 
to new orders. A fu rth er advance of 
1^4 cents per yard has been m ade on a 
m oderate dem and for some bleached 
and brown goods, and prices are firm 
for sheets and drills, while colored co t­ 
tons are quiet,w ith occasional advances. 
Sales of wool have been only 6,072,450 
pounds for the week, ag ain st 9,336,400 
in 1892. 
“W heat suddenly rose 3 cents on bad 
reports of condition, but has dropped 
all the gain as the scantiness of exports 
is felt, shipm ents in Ju ly having been 
only 3,495,064 bushels, 
flour included, 
from A tlantic ports, 
ag ain st 
9,865,633 
last year. 
W estern receipts continue 
very sm all, and farm ers appear to be 
holding for higher prices. Corn is a

Beaver 
island is on the lower end of Lake Michi­ 
gan, near the S traits of M ackinaw and 
is about fifty miles from the m ainland.

S aturaday night Jesse H ardem an, a ne­ 
gro farm hand, 25 years of age, attem p t­ 
ed to assau lt in a m ost b ru tal m anner 
the wife of J. R. Robinson, who lives 
two miles from M arietta. The cries of 
the wom an brought her husband to the 
house, but before she could acquaint 
him with the negro’s purpose the fiend 
had escaped. A posse was im m ediately 
organized. 
They m et a p arty of ne­ 
groes, who fired on them . The white 
men returned the fire until some hun­ 
dred shots had been exchanged. None 
of the negroes have been found, al­ 
though 
Sheriff 
D avenport, 
of Cobb 
county has organized a very large posse 
and is scouring the surrounding coun­ 
try. A g reat uprising of the negroes is 
im m inent and nearly every one, w hite 
and colored, is arm ed.

NAVIGATING DRY LAflE>« 


A Queer Craft Em ployed in Towing; Log 
Up-Country. 
In the French river country, Wiscon­ 
sin, for towing logs on the lakes and 
dead water in the rivers, they use a 
steamboat called an “alligator,” 30 feet 
long, IO feet beam, and 3^ feet sided, 
built strong and with three standing 
keels 8 or IO inches below the bottom. 
These are steel 
shod. 
The 
equip­ 
ments are paddle wheels on the side 
and a drum with one-half mile of steel 
wire cable. 
The boat is run ahead and 
anchored to shore or in wide water to 
the bottom. 
The cable is attached to 
the raft and wound up with the drum. 
When they come to rapids that can not 
be run the cable is run up on portage 
and the steamboat goes overland on the 
keels mentioned, the boiler being kept 
level with a screw, and they quickly 
move over a place a wagon could not 
run.

his i n f l u e n t * Th e petition for the 
pardon was liberally signed and yes­ 
terday th 5 result was accomplished 
Hatton was cischarged from the prison 
and came to Janesville today. 
“ How do I like Waupun?” he said 
in response to a Gazette reporter’s 
question. 
“ Well I could find better 
places for a home but it is not a bad 
place of the kind. 
My health was hoi 
impaired and I was well used.” 
“ Did you learn a trade?” 
“ No. 
In the shoe shop each man 
works on some particular part of the 
shoe and does not learn the whole bus­ 
iness. 
Mv home was in San Francisco 
and I came East to see the World’s 
fair,” he continued, “ but,” he added 
rather sadly, “ I did not see very much 
of it.

Liberal Party Threatened 
w ith a Third 
M ovement. 
Not since the chartist agitation col­ 
lapsed nearly fifty years ago, has the 
Liberal party in England been threat­ 
ened 
with a third-party movement 
which has caus id the whips of the lib­ 
eral party anything like the uneasiness 
they are now feeling in connection with 
the independent labor party. 
This or­ 
ganization has 
now nineteen 
candi­ 
dates in the field at work, in view of 
the dissolution, and it threatens that 
every one of them shall go to the poll. 
It is led by Heir Hardie, already in the 
House of Commons, as the representa­ 
tive of one of the outlying working- 
class constituencies of London. 
The 
new 
party holds that the English 
working classes must look to them­ 
selves for a solution of the problems in 
which labor is interested, and to this 
end its speakers, wherever they can get 
a hearing, urge the working classes to 
put themselves outside both the exist­ 
ing political parties, and to aim at hold­ 
ing the balance of power in the con­ 
stituencies and in the House of Com­ 
mons. 
As a national organization the 
independent labor party has now been 
in existence for about three years. 
Summed up briefly, the new party is in 
politics 
for 
national 
manhood 
and 
womanhood 
suffrage, 
payment 
of 
members of parliament and of all 
members of public bodies, and the 
general 
democratization 
of 
the 
whole system of municipal and nation­ 
al government. 
It also demands a 
legal e;;:in-hour day, the compulsory 
abolition of overtime and piece work, 
the prohibition of the employment of 
children under 14 years of age, pro- 1 
vision outside the workhouses for the 
Bick, disabled, and aged out of the taxes 
on unearned incomes, state pensions for 
t i l over 50 years of age, fee and unsec­ 
tarian education, primary, secondary, 
and university, remunerative work for 
the unemployed, and the substitution of 
arbitration for war. 
These are the 
planks of the platform upon which the 
independent labor party candidates will 
island at the general election. 
The 
nineteen candidates who are now in 
the field are all assigned to industrial 
constituencies in which but for their 
presence liberal and radical candidates 
wrould have good chances of election. 
Many of the seats to be contested by the 
pary, as in the case of John Morley’s 
at Newcastle, have long been held by 
Liberals, whose return would otherwise 
be as certain as anything can be in 
English politics. 
The Liberal party 
has now given up any idea of com­ 
promise 
with 
the independent 
la­ 
bor men. 
Their only hope is that the 
majority of the candidates will not be 
able to find the sum of £200 or £300 
which it costs to confest a parlia­ 
mentary constituency.

of view the new party introduces a 
great element of uncertainty into the 
approaching election.

To me she 
stands majestic among women; to me 
she is the grandest picture in the book 
of our time; to me, like the prayer of J 
my childhood, the name of Susan B. 
Anthony

grandly, 
solemnly, 
pathetically, magniflcently 
sacred. Whatever may have been her 
blunders, whatever her faults, still she 
fought for women. 
And since she 
fought for women, in the name of wom­ 
anhood, let no man cast a stone at her. 
She is one of those who will never die; 
her name will go thundering down the 
ages long after you and I are forgotten, 
while her cause—the child for wrhich 
she sacriflced so much that makes a 
woman’s life dear to her, will live, and 
throb, and thrive, and flourish long 
after she has found refuge under moss 
and marble. And her name shall out­ 
wear the marble that shall cover her 
great heart; posterity shall weave for 
her a crown that old Time cannot touch. 
You may refuse her a hearing today, 
deny her the rose and the laur I, but to­ 
morrow shall avenge her; ar J already 
tomorrow is dawning. Upon the West­ 
ern slope where her sun g<~ 3 down al­ 
ready the rose of the new <• y is reflect­ 
ing.” 
Another woman who strongly ad­ 
mires Miss Anthony is Mrs. Rachel 
Foster Avery. 
She has not delivered 
an eloquent eulogy upon her “cause,” 
but she has raised an annuity of $800 a 
year f$r the great prophetess of the 
suffragists'.
